1966  (Plus  Ten  Years) 


JIM  JORDAN,  an  astro-psychologist  for  N.  A.  S.  A.  ,  along  with  DELOSS  BRUBAKER,  an  astro-biologist,  were 
returning  from  the  third  round-trip  ever  to  be  made  to  Venus,  in  a  Venus  Probe-3  space  ship.  Called  the  "Spirit 
of  '66,  "  it  was  piloted  by  myself,  Commander  ALAN  GEIGER  of  the  Space  Force.

We  rushed  him  to  the  Lutheran  Hospital.  (He  said  he  knew  some  nurses  there  so  that's  why  we  went.)  We  entered 
the  door  marked  "Emergency,  "  and  two  nurses  quickly  came  to  our  assistance.  The  two  nurses  were  two  former 
classmates:  PAULA  NICHOLS  and  JILL  WEST.  (No  wonder  Deloss  knew  them!)  Paula  was  Head  Nurse,  and  her 
faithful  friend,  Jill,  was  her  assistant  and  also  Medical  Technician.  Together,  they  practically  ruled  the  hospital.
